It was one of
the finest battle-ships afloat. But
that disaster is likely to prove effect-
ive in muakisg the Unpited Stales a
really preat naval power. Already
highly important additions bave been
smade to -our savy by purchase, and
sthere is probably more to follow in

Austria, and if all the reported pur-
chases have been -made she is still a
third-classer. With the additions to
be made to our navy under this bill
the United States will easily be at
the head of the second class.

Bat the naval bhistory of the world,
from the battle of Salamis down,
shows with especial emphasis that
individual skill and bravery is a
great factor in sea- warfare. No
country has heremn a prouder record
than the land of Paul Jones, Deeca-
tor, Perry and Farragut.
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THE REAL POPULISTS.

The real Populists are the middle-
of-the-road Populists, who decline to
give up their principles or compro-
mise themselves by fusing with the
other parties and alleged parties,

The greatest Populist ot the coun-
try, Tom Watson, of Georgia. says
the Salem Statesman, declines to be
considered any louger in politices,
gives as u reason that while be is

masses owing to the disruption of
forces caused by the attempt at fo-
sion. 'This means that Mr. Watson
finds that the Democrats, by acecept-
ing a part of the Populist creed, in-
duced the Populist party to endorse
‘the Democratic presidential candi-
date, and surrender in large degree
its autonomy as a politizal party.
This was so displeasing to the true
Populists, the middle—of-the-road
members, that they declare that un—
der no circomstances will they con-
sent 10 anotber fusior, The conse—
quence s that there are prastically
two Populist parties now existing—
the fusionists and the straighouts,
just as there are two factions of the
Demuocracy, the Populist wing, which
has the advantage of the regular or—
ganization, and the sound money or
old Democrats, who have at least the
tradtions and party doctrine behind
hem.

Mr. Watson sees no hope of sue-
cess of Popnlism now that the split
in his party has become too wide to
be closed.

Doubtless the thougbtful among
the free silver Democrats are reach—
ing the same conclusion with regard
Lo the chences for the suceess of their
policy. It was only with the help
of the united Ponulist party that Mr,
Bryan rolled up his six million and
odd votes 1 1896. That party is
now divided into two very hostile
camps. In order to win, Mr, Bryan
will have to draw support from some
new source.

There is no new source from which
to draw any considerable support,
especially if the McKinley adminis-
tration continues to so conduct the

affairs of the nation as to maintain
increasing prosperily at home and
abroad.

Now that war with Spain is ex-
tremely probable, it 15 a malter of
much moment what, 1f any, action
the European countries will take re
garding the struggle: We believe
every one will keep bands off, both
through disinclination to mix up in
a war which may involve all of Eu-
rope, and again through the fear of
offending the United States, s coun-
try whose friendship is well worth
the having. Austria; Italy and some
of the other weaker states may lend
some sympathy and support to the
Spaniards, but that will be all. Ger-

TOMORROW’S CONVENTION.

The Republicans of Wasco county
hold their convention tomorrow.
The scssion will be one of the most
important of its kind held in recent
years. The circomstances surround-
ing the politienl parties at this time
muke it pecvessury thal unusuoal
good judgment guide in the deliber-
ations of the Republican party. The
believers in free silver have uniled
under one standard and present an
even front in the political battle.
The unfortunate dissensions in the
Republica  party in Multnomah
county bamper the organization
thronghout the state,and render what
should be a certain victory a matler
of doubt.

Tuz Cuoroxicre bas no particular
suggestions to make to the body of
men who will meet and deliberate to-
morrow. The personnel of the con-
vention is excellent; representative
men have been elected from the var-
ons precinets, and their actions will
be guided by what seems best for
the party's welfare.

AN IMPORTANT MEETING.

A Number of Mattors Considered.- A
Special Meeting Called.

The regular monthly meeting of the
city eonncil was held at the usual place
last night, with Mayor Nolan in the
chair and Councilmen Thompeon, Knck,
Saltmarelie;, Stephens, Wood, Johnston
and Cloogh present.

The minotes of the last regular meet-
ing were read and approved, after whicn

the petition of A. H. Cartis for a track
1:ading to hie mill was read and referred
to the commiltee on etreets and public
property.

It was moved and carriedthat Thomp-
son and Knuck be added to the commit-
tee on streets and publie property, and
it was also moved and carried that
Stephene be selected to fill the vacancy
caused by the resignation of Champlain
on that commitiee,

A remonstrance of Maetz & yPandt
against the repair of Court street, be-
tween First and Second, was read and
upon motion was filed with the ordin-
ance, .

A like remonstrance of T. T. Nichols
and others against the proposed im-.
provement of Union strect was read and
apon motion was filed with the or-
dinance.

A specinl ordinance vacating the alley
between lota A, B,Cand DandI1,J, K
and L, bloek 51, was read and on motion
placed on ite final passage. Oa roll call
the councilmen present favored the same
and it was declared passed.

Thompson, of the judiciary committee,
made & verbal report in regard to the O.
R. & N. franchise to First street, and
recommended that an ordinance be pre-
pared regulating the use of the said
etreet. It was moved and carried that
the report be received and an ordinance
drawn according to the instructions uf
the judiciary committee.

Clough, of the committee on fire and
water, made n verbal report statiog that
500 feet of hose had been purchased. It
was moved and carried that the ection
of the commitiee be declared the action
of tne council.

At this time Councilman Johnston
was excnged from.the meeting.

Councilman Kuck, of the epecial com-
mittee on ‘streets and light, made a
verbal report recommending the ordi-
nance to be passed granting & franchise
to the Northwestern Light and Manu-
factaring Co. to lay pipes for the purpose
of lighting the city with gas. On mo-
tion the report was received and an ree-
owmmendation was adopted by the coun-
cil. It was then moved that the ordi—
nance on the above franchise be placed
on final passage, and the vote stood
four in favor to two in opposition.

A epecial meetiog was called for next
Monday night, April 11th, to consider
the passage of the above ordinances.
